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2. For an enzyme which is capable of converting a compound into a substrate for 
the galactose oxidase: a galactanase, disclosed, e,g., at page 9, line 33; 

3. For a galactose-containing substrate compound: a galactan, such as 
arabinogalactan or arabinose-free arabinogalactan, e.g., see page 7, line 23 - 
page 8, line 15.

For example, in the group of species 1 ., the Examiner said he would like 
Applicants to elect either the galactose oligomer or galactose dimer. 

Furthermore, for every claim dependent from claim 33 which includes an element 
not already included in claim 33, the Examiner would like Applicants to elect a single 
species for the added element. 
II. REPLY TO THE OFFICE COMMUNICATION 

In the Communication, the Examiner stated that Applicants "must specifically list 
each and every component to be included in the elected composition." 
Communication, p. 2 (emphasis in the original). 37 C.F.R. §1.111 ("Section 111") was 
relied upon for this assertion. 

Applicants' understanding of Section 1 1 1 is that it requires an Applicant to reply 
to an Office Action by ". , . distinctly and specifically - [pointing] out supposed errors in 
the examiner's action and [replying] to every ground of objection and rejection in the 
prior Office Action." 37 C.F.R. § 1 1 1 (b). While Applicants were unable to find a 
requirement in that section of the Rules for listing each and every component which is to 
be included in the elected composition, they understand the Communication to reiterate 
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the same requirement as discussed during the telephone conversation (summarized 
above). 

In response to the Examiner's request, Applicants elect the following components 
(species) for each of the groupings 1 2, and 3. (identified above):
